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ABSTRACT 

Based on the theory that learning takes place if the 
learner is able to relate new knowledge to something already known , 
the course of study described in this booklet consists of recording 
stories dictated by individual students and using these stories as a 
basis for teaching reading and creative writing to students from 
preschool through adult levels. The first part of the booklet 
provides an overview of the course, which was developed for use with 
Belizean students in a Peace Corps program; discusses problems these 
students had with English verb tenses and cultural aspects of the 
stories they produced; and describes teaching methods, primarily 
Jrawn from the language experience approach, used with the students. 
The second part of the booklet contains sample lessons, word cards, 
vocabulary lists and student stories, while the final part contains 
materials used to teach phorics, vocabulary, word configuration, and 
story vocabulary in different contexts. (FL)

writing with clarity. To eliminate any of these skills from e reading 
instructional program, to gives less than the necessary amount of instruction 
and practice to any of them, or to overemphasize same, phonics far cxnmole; 
and exclude, or give insufficient Bttention to others, is to contribute to 
the lack of success in the development of literacy programs. Another imoortant 
consideration in instructional programs in reading, is to allow for realistic 
time allotments. In a orimary grade it is generally estimated that at lanst 
twenty- fiv*? minutes are necessary for dsveloomental reading instruction for 
a single group, (most orimary classes have three grouos), and also time must 
be allotted daily for a ceperate nhonics lesson in addition to t u .« phonics 
skills that art* taught as an integral part of sach reeoing lesson. To -Tivrs 
due time to the language or creative writing cai-ionent requires enotner 
mriod doily; so that at leer-t two end three-quarters hours daily is necsrr-ry 
far language arta instruction. Handwriting rkillo must alr.o be taught driily.

As: is evident from the material thet has been used to co:toogc these 
story bocks, some brric supplier ere essential to .-take sufficient cooies 
available for stuaent &nd teacher use. The*© ere: duplicating machine 
(mimeogreob or spirit duplicator), master sheets or stencils, adequate 
supplies of ink or fluid far the machine, paper in sufficient quantity tn 
produce multiple copies, binding material such as oak teg, cardboard, 
Bristol fcoerd, rubbon, yarn, string or thread, crayons or paints far 
illustration, (if illustration is not done, much conceptual development 
is lust).

In supolcmentrry work, or reinforcement exercises, morn rnnhhsie can 
be nleccd on the development of specific skills in individualized instruction 
which is edeoted to the particular learning style of each student. The. 
development of apparatus for this kind of thing reouir^s much planning 
end time. As the instructional program develops, a skills checklist should 



be designed , also, to test periodically the development of each skill in erch 
student. 

For adequate phonics instruction there ahould at least one word in

Generally these Beli 2 ean students I work with, bees use they soeek Creole 
well be English, or Spanish or Ph Indien dielcct es e first lenguege; tend 
to u^c the present tense, elmost elweys, in speekinrr end writing.

The methods end meteriels used here in developing reading skills can 
also be exoanded for use in individualizing instruction, for reinforcing 
•kills, end for correcting weaknesses, end providing interesting, useful 
fieetwork for students. There ere e variety of «ays of using word metching, 
Phonics, word configuration, story illustration; either in apparatus or by 
usn of multiple copies. The quality of this meterial will depend on the ingenuity 
of the teechers, end their ability to communicete idees to eech other. 
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Cultural Aspects of Student *s Stori«» 
A most important feature of some of these stories of Oelizeen students 
is that they relate the 3 earning of skills in the family, end the surroundings, 
as well bs in the school. For example, boys tell of learning ferming skills 
from their f ethers, as they tell of learning how to make cedent blocks from 
their fathers, or how they have learned e second or third language from a 
pErent or a friend* Young peoole have tcjld me of skills thrt they have, and 
their processes, such as dressing chickens, beking Creole breed in e drum, 
making 'Johnny cake, making clothing from a pattern designed and drafted in 
the home, I did not have the opportunity to record many of these skills

% end their prostssea, but in my work in the future, I will make it e iriority 
to elicit stories from students' which describe skills end their orocesses thet 
Ere locElly tauyht; either in the home or the neighbourhood, or the district. 
I would encourcje e very explicit description of e method of doing something. 
For example, if the skill to be related were how to bake Creole brer.d in a 
drum, I would esk such, questions as: "Where, would you net the firewood? 
How would it hove been cut? Vihere -^ould you get the drum7 How would it be 
prepared for use as an oven? Where would it be best to place this oven? whet 
ere the time elements for .preparing the fire, boking the breed? What ingredi- 
ents ere needed to' make Creole bread? 'One of the ingredients is coconut 
milk. How is it made?" Stories oreparcd in this way devcloo literacy, end 
they also record rnd preserve the local culture, * 

Many local customs that students h<?ve described to me I didn't have 
time to record. I would encourage students who farm in b milpe, to describe 
other crops tnen corn, thet tiey raise in a milpa setting. Why the lend is 
beared by a slash' and burn method, rather then in other weys. Which 
op' dons arc crrried on et e particular time of the year. How they prepare 
th. xr own sr^ds for planting. Do they use local fish for fertilizer? Or ivhet 
fertilizer do they use? 

Students telk about how their fathers, in the home?, make cassava praters 
usin~ nehogany, or how their nrcndmothers cook in en iron pot, in en open 
fire outside the house. Spanish-sneaking Bclizeans prcprre delicious food 
from different forms of corn, and Carib Belizeans from such vegetables as 
cassava. L would take particular interest in helping students put these 
processes into printed story form, 

Breding Aloud to Student s 
In any instructional program in readin?, reading aloud to students 
regulerly, from e wide variety of literaturt, is most necessary. 3elize has 
e national library system which has been e resource for my work. The 
Comprehensive Scnool hec a library, and I heve used literature from there, 
too. 

In a developing oountry which lacks resources such as thene, e teecher 
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wculd pacciMy be able to r.sscrnble her own library of literature from such* 
sources A.--I.D., the O.A.S*, C.A^R.E., *nd other organizations whose 
purpose ic international development. The 0aricn*3ook Aid Plan of Darien, 
Connecticut hes bizn moct onerous in providing me with c very 'choice selection 
of children's literature; both in English, and Snanish. Altiuugh En^Ush 
is *-^e official leniuasc of Belize, in many homes here Spenish is the first
